With 
the discretion of his profession 
and training, Sir Alexander at- 
tempted no startling pronounce- 
ment on Chinese affairs. He 
contented himself with a quiet 
appreciation of the Chinese 
problem as seen by a diplomatist 
who had had special opportuni- 
tes of studying it from a dis- 
tance and, yet, from authorita- 
tive data.’ The China Associa- 
tion, like kindred organisations, 
always suffers from the

President Roosevelt perseveres 
he trial and error method. 
His move to encourage stabilisa- 
tion may have a beneficial effect 
on international exchanges, For 
the moment the world is. left 
‘guessing. Assuming that the 
President succeeds in stabilising 
the dollar, without having. to 
bring that extra ten per cent, 
from his sleeve, the problem of 
Drice-recovery ‘may ‘not neces- 
sarily be solved. With the dollar 
stabilised and with the still coy 
attitude of the commodity 
markets, there may be a sagging 
of prices which might not be at 
all to the liking of the dynamic 
President. Confident — predie- 
tions of a rise in prices are 
already being made in New York 
but it is not easy to. determine 
the basis on which ‘they are 
made. Nevertheless the general 
impression which the Mescage 
to Congress has made must be 
described as “favourable. ‘The 
effect on sterling may possibly 
be depressing. When’ Great 
Britain went off the gold 
standard it was held ‘that the 
pound was overvalued, It is quite 
conceivable that it is’ still over- 
valued at the prevailing rate 
to-day since the dollar is now 
60 per cent. of what it war in 
1931." This further depreciation 
of sterling may not be regretted,

Fall from Eighth Storey: His- 
tory of Earlier Fright 


A particularly tragi¢ affair, witn

Wrong information which trans-| 
formed thirty cases of joss-paper 
Jdollars into silver éurrency estimat, 
fed at abut $300,000 led 2 gang of 
fitteen buccaneers to raid the China 
Merchants Steam Navigation Com- 
pany ss.

Describing his first experience 
with pirates in his 32 years at sea, 
Capt. L. Raks, commander of the 
vessel, said the piracy was very well 
organised. For two days and two 
nights after the vessel hed been 
raided, there was very little excite- 
ment or confusion on board.

An Interesting Lecture by Dr. 
Chatley to the RAF, 


The first of a series of lectures 
fiven last Wednesday Right by Dr.
